Gregory Bishop, general 
manager of social and commu¬ 
nity services, and John Connell, 
acting implementation man¬ 
ager for social housing, came 
before Bradford West Gwillim- 
bury council on Jan. 10 to pro¬ 
vide an update of Simcoe Coun¬ 
ty's 10-year affordable housing 
and homelessness prevention 
strategy. 


It's an ambitious plan that 
has identified a target of 2,685 
new affordable units to be cre¬ 
ated in the county by 2024 - 202 
units in Bradford West Gwillim- 
bury - through a combination 
of secondary suites and rental 
units, rent supplements for low- 
income earners, and a down- 
payment program, offering a 
forgivable loan to help Simcoe 
County renters move towards 
home ownership. 

Bishop noted county coun¬ 


cil has set aside $7.5 million to 
support the programs, includ¬ 
ing $1.5 million to create up to 
60 secondary suites, and $6 mil¬ 
lion in rent supplements over 10 
years, and that changes in pro¬ 
vincial legislation will make it 
easier for municipalities to pro¬ 
vide incentives, to encourage 
affordable housing. Federal/ 
provincial funding is also avail¬ 
able. 

Connell provided a summary 
of best practices for municipali¬ 


ties, including writing off 100% 
of county and municipal devel¬ 
opment charges for affordable 
housing, providing a munici¬ 
pal property taxincentive, waiv¬ 
ing planning and building fees, 
reducing parking and park¬ 
land requirements, permit¬ 
ting smaller lot sizes and square 

But when he provided some 
statistics relating to Bradford 
West Gwillimbury, he was chal¬ 
lenged by councillors. Asked 
about rent supplements and 
home-ownership down-pay¬ 
ments, Connell suggested that 
an affordable one-bedroom 
unit in Bradford would go for 
$920 per month, a two-bedroom 
unit for $1089, and dted a house 
price of $318,550, as an "afford¬ 
able" home. 

Coun. Gary Lamb pointed out 
that the average new home price 
in Bradford is over $700,000. 

"The $318,550 is what you'd 
consider to be an afforda¬ 
ble house?" asked Coun. Gary 

"Yes... based on last year's 


average resale value, minus 
10%," said Connell. "That's a 
number for the county as a 

Coun. Mark Contois sug¬ 
gested that there would be no 
homes in BWG that would meet 
the criteria. "What the county 
does for the south part of their 
partnership, is not an awful lot," 
Contois said. "I don't see how 
our taxpayers are gaining any¬ 
thing from this." 

He also challenged the rental 
figures. "You can't get anything 
for those prices," Contois said, 
suggesting an affordable one- 
bedroom apartment in Brad¬ 
ford would cost closer to $1,100; 
a two-bedroom, $1,300. "These 
numbers, they might go in Mid¬ 
land, they might go in Penetan- 
guishene - they are not going 
to go in Bradford West Gwillim- 

update themselves." 

There was also disappoint¬ 
ment that the town will not be 
considered for a share of $13.3 

funding for affordable hous¬ 


ing in 2016-17. The county has 
approved a capital project in 
Collingwood, that includes the 
demolition of 30 units of existing 
social housing, and construc¬ 
tion of 147 new units, a net gain 
of 117 units. 

BWG had submitted four 
sites for consideration. Two of 
the four proposals - municipally 
owned land at 70 Melbourne 
Dr., and the Bradford Commu¬ 
nity Centre - were ranked "2 
and 3" by the county, Connell 
said, and while not a top prior¬ 
ity, will be the subject of "pre¬ 
liminary design and analysis, so 
that should additional funding 
opportunities arise," the County 
will be ready to move forward. 

Since the affordable hous¬ 
ing strategy was introduced in 
2014, Simcoe County has seen 
the creation of396 new afforda¬ 
ble units, as of Sept 30,2016 -16 
in Bradford West Gwillimbury, 
including one new secondary 
suite, and 15 rent-supplement 
units. The goal is to create a total 
of895 units in Simcoe County by 
the end of 2017.

Programs offered through 
the County of Simcoe: 

• The Secondary Suites 
Program provides financial 
assistance in the form 

of a forgivable loan of up 
to $25,000, toward the 
creation of a secondary or 
garden suite; see simcoe. 
ca/ontariorenovates. To be 
eligible, all property taxes and 
mortgage payments must 
be up to date, municipal and 
building code regulations 
met, and insurance in place. 
The units created must be 
“modest," and rents held at 
or below the average market 
rent as established by Canada 
Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation, for a period 
of 15 years.

Program provides funding

and assets less than $20,000 
(including RRSPs). Maximum 
house value must be at or 
below $353,944 (based 
on assessment by MPAC). 
Loans for $10,000 or more 
are secured on title, but are 
forgivable after 10 years of 
occupancy. Transfer, lease or 
sale of the home, or death of 
the registered homeowner, 
will require the outstanding 
amount to be repaid. See 
simcoe.ca/ontariorenovates 
for an application. 

• The Homeownership 
Program provides a 
forgivable loan of 10% of the 
purchase price of a home, 
using federal/provincial 
funds. Homes must be in 
Simcoe County, priced at 
or below $353,944, and 
can be detached, semi¬ 
detached, condominiums, 
stacked homes, townhomes 
or modular homes 
(with conditions). The 
downpayment is a loan 


forgiven if the home is 
occupied for 20 years. 
Applicants must currently be 


renters, cannot currently own 
a home, must provide proof of 
gross household income at or 
below $72,900 and mortgage 
pre-approval. Personal assets, 
including gifts from family, 
savings, RRSPs, etc., cannot 
exceed $20,000. Sale of the 
home before the 20-year 
period results in repayment 
of the original loan, plus 10% 
of the realized capital gain. 
Applications are available at 
simcoe.ca/homeownership. 

■ The Housing Resources 
Program provides free 
assistance and information to 
those searching for affordable 
housing in South Simcoe 
- with up-to-date rental 
information, assistance with

Witnesses sought 

Bradford - South Simcoe Police 
are looking for witnesses or video 
surveillance of an incident on Jan.

Around 6:30 a.m., a woman started 
her car, then returned to her home 
while it warmed up. At this time, 
an unknown male entered her 
vehicle for a short period of time. 
The woman returned to her car 
and discovered that it had been 
entered, but nothing apparently 
was taken. Leaving a running 
vehicle unattended can result in a 
“warm-up theft" - a quick and easy 
target for car thieves. Anyone with 
information is asked to call police 
at 905-775-3311, ext.

Theft of purse 

South Simcoe Police were called 
to Georgian Downs regarding the 
theft of a purse. Around 4:30 a.m., a 
male was seen on security footage 
removing the purse, which the victim 
had left unattended for a short 
period of time. There was no cash in 
the purse, and security personnel 
assisted the victim in cancelling the 
credit cards that were taken. The 
suspect was seen leaving the men's 
washroom, then heading to the exit, 
where he was seen running to a 
vehicle; he is described as a white 
male with a brown goatee, wearing 
a baseball hat, black shirt, black 
puffy jacket, blue jeans with white 
shoes. The purse was later located 
in the men’s washroom; the financial 
cards were missing. Anyone with 
information is asked to call police or 
Crime Stoppers. 

Over 80 

On Jan. 14, South Simcoe Police 
were called to a house in Innisfil 
for an "unwanted person." Before 
police arrived, the person left - and 
was located a short time later, 
pulling into her own driveway. 

While speaking with the 75-year- 
old Innisfil woman, the officer 
detected an odour of alcohol; a 
roadside screening test registered 
a “fail.” After further testing at 
the police station, the woman was 
charged with over 80, her vehicle 
was impounded and her licence 
suspended for 90 days. 

Also on Jan. 14, around 11:30 
p.m., an officer stopped a vehicle

A 
small quantity of marijuana was 
located in the vehicle, and a small 
amount of cocaine on the driver's 
person. The 24-year-old Bradford 
man was charged with over 80 
and possession of a controlled 
substance, his vehicle was 
impounded for seven days, and his 
licence suspended for 90 days. 

Suspended driver 

Around 2:30 a.m. on Jan. 14, an 
officer on patrol near Holland Street 
East and Dissettee in Bradford 
discovered the vehicle ahead had 
an expired validation tag. When 
the vehicle was stopped on Bridge 
Street, the officer noticed an odour 
of alcohol on the driver’s breath. A 
roadside screening test registered 
a “warn,” and police learned the 
man’s licence was already under 
suspension for an unrelated matter. 

South Simcoe Police stopped 
a vehicle moving at a high rate of 
speed on County Road 27 in BWG 
around 6 p.m. on Jan. 14 - travelling 
at 118 km/h in a posted 80 km/h 
zone. The 17-year-old driver, of 
Orillia, was found to be driving while 
under suspension. She was charged 
for speeding and for driving under 
suspension, and her vehicle was 
towed and impounded. 

Identity theft and fraud 

Innisfil - On Jan. 11, an Innisfil 
woman told police she had been the 
victim of identity theft and fraud. 

She had posted hockey tickets for 
sale on Kijiji, and received a response 
from an unknown suspect, advising 
they were interested in purchasing 
tickets for a specific game. An email 
money transfer was to take place 
once the victim forwarded proof of 
her identity. The woman emailed 
a copy of her driver's licence, but 
never received any money and never 
heard back from the suspect. Later, 
through social media, the victim 
learned her identity is now being used 
to scam other victims on Kijiji in the 
same manner. Fake tickets are being 
advertised for sale using fake ID, 
and when the money is transferred, 


no tickets are ever received by 
the victims. The woman has since 
removed her ad from the site. Police 
remind residents to never share 
personal information with strangers 
on the phone, through mail or over 
the internet unless you initiated the

Temporary fixes 
are not enough 


E arlier this month, a Syrian 
refugee family celebrated 
their first year in Canada, in 
Bradford West Gwillimbury, 
surrounded by members of the 
interdenominational group that 
sponsored them, and dozens of 

It was a heart-warming, 
wonderful celebration. It was 
inspiring to see that as the 
community has embraced the 
family, the family has embraced 
Canada - from school to English- 
as-second-language classes, 
from ice skating to potato chips. 

It’s a scenario that has been 
repeated across Canada, where 
groups, churches, organizations 
and individuals have sponsored 
refugees, providing support, 
shelter and a new life. But it’s 
not enough. 

As long as war continues 
to rage in Syria, as long as 
civilians are caught in the 
crossfire and forced to flee, it 
can't be enough. As long as 
millions sit in limbo in refugee 


camps, or risk their lives 
trekking overland to seek a new 
life in Europe; as long as new 
refugees are forced out of their 
homeland every day, it’s not 

Only the resolution of the 
Syrian conflict can be enough, 
an end to the internecine war 
that has ripped the country 
apart, destroyed its economy 
and left millions displaced. 

Welcoming refugees, 
providing humanitarian 
aid - at the end of the day, 
those are little more than 
stopgap measures. Band-aids. 
Only when the international 
community stands together to 
find the right combination of 
sanctions and pressure to put 
an end to the conflict, giving 
refugees the choice to stay in 
their new countries or to return 
home, will it be enough. 

Being kind to the survivors 
doesn't make up for turning 
a blind eye to the shipwreck. 
Putting out the embers doesn’t 
stop the fire.

Carbon tax consequences 

To the editor: The new carbon tax that 
we all are paying for at the pump is a con¬ 
cept directed at the wealthier among us, 
but will be paid for by the rest of us.

Also, a large segment of auto pur¬ 
chases are in the used-car market. 

That is the only way many, many peo¬ 
ple are even able to purchase a car. That 
leaves the largest segment of those who 
must pay exorbitant prices at the pump 
just to keep on keeping on with life. 

To me, that amounts to a tax directed 
at the segments of our society least 
able to pay and least able to avoid. 

If we are going to penalize people for 
using fossil fuels, then they must have viable 
alternatives. We could have a seamless pub¬ 
lic transportation system, such as buses that 
meet the GO trains.

My Canada: My most 
memorable character

When our family moved to Brad¬ 
ford in 1965, we took up residence 
on Hurd Street. At the time, I was 15 
years old, and looking for summer 


Not being able to bring our pets with 
us, I soon noticed a dog out in the yard 
at the comer of Church and Hurd streets. 
I finally went over, and met Mrs. George 
Gibson Green. We became friends 
immediately. 

Spending evenings there, I listened 
to many stories of Bradford past, and 
the grand old homes that made up 
Bradford society. Stories of gas-lit 
lamps, Hurricane Hazel, parties at “The 
Pines” (the Mark Scanlon estate), and 
the clearing of the marsh were some 
of the tales that provided an evening’s 
entertainment. 

Jessie Elaine Rae came to Bradford 
from Oshawa to play in an Easter cantata 

forming in the cantata was George Gib¬ 
son Green. He met Jessie, and told his 
friends that he was going to marry that 
girl! 

Jessie was the daughter of Dr. Francis 
Rae of Oshawa, that village's first medi¬ 
cal officer. During her younger years, she 
took up music and earned three music 
degrees, participating in the music pro¬ 
grams at her church. 

George did pursue his love, and they 
were married in 1909. George’s wed¬ 
ding gift to Jessie was a home built at 
123 Church St. in Bradford. It was the 
first home in Bradford to have an actual 
bathroom. 

Here they raised two girls, Mary and 
Rae, and George ran Green’s General 
Store. They lived happily together in that 
house until George's death, in the 1930s. 
Not wanting to stay in the house without 
her beloved George, Jessie moved one

Hurd and Church. 

Jessie brought her musical exper¬ 
tise to Bradford. For many years, she 
was choir director and organist at 
Bradford United, and until her health 
failed and she sold the house, she 
taught piano lessons. 

I was just finishing up high school, and 
was not sure of what direction I should 
take for a career. Rae Green was moving 
into an apartment, and Mrs. Green asked 
me to take some drapes down from the

ric to cover an occasional chair for her. 
I had never done such before, but said I 

Well, the chair turned out fine, and I 
felt I would like to give re-upholstery a 
try. I found a firm in Barrie willing to take 
on an apprentice - and 45 years later, I 
am still doing and loving my work. 

Throughout our friendship, Mrs. Green 
also taught me a lot about antiques. 

When people ask, I tell them that I have 
been collecting since I was 15.
